During the school year you 
will find Deena Morrison in the 
classroom sharing her love for 
math with her students at Fulton 
County Elementary/Middle 
School. In the summer, at night 
and on weekends, Morrison, 
the mother of two daughters, 
Caroline (14) and Maddy (10), 
can be found in her newly built 
basement kitchen canning a 
variety of items. In the beginning 
Morrison canned for her family, 
now she has started a small 
business, selling whatever her 
family is willing to give up. 

“I began making salsa and 
strawberry jelly,” she said. “My 
family loved it so I kept expanding 
and trying new things.” As her 


garden has grown, so has the 
variety of food items she canned, 
which now includes pickles, 
tomato juice and tomatoes, 
spaghetti sauce, peach jelly, 
grape jelly and pepper relish, just 
to name a few. 

Morrison learned the art 
of canning from her two 
grandmothers and mother. 

Many people, like Deena 
Morrison’s 89-year-old 

grandmother, Margaret Dunavant, 
canned out of necessity. “She had 
five children, so canning was a 
must,” explained Morrison. “Her 
specialty was jelly.”

Riverport discusses future 
of crane, warehouse

Members of the Hickman- 
Fulton County Riverport 
Authority board met twice in 
November, meeting on the 18th, 
in special session, extensively 
discussing the future of the 
port’s crane and then on the 25th, 
in regular session, discussing 
the possibility of improving a 
warehouse owned by the Port. 

The crane, which the Port 
utilizes to handle commodities 


such as wire and fertilizer, has 
been deemed unsuitable for use 
since the boom was damaged. A 
cable broke damaging the tip of 
the boom and other sections of 
the boom back on October 3. 

“The insurance company is 
saying the value of the crane is 
$273,000,” stated Port Director 
Greg Curlin during the special 
session. “With the fact that it will 
cost $220,000 to repair the boom

On Tuesday, Dec. 2 at approximately 3:30 
a.m., officers of the Union City Police Depart¬ 
ment (UCPD) conducted a traffic stop of a ve¬ 
hicle, which was observed on the lots of busi¬ 
nesses where recent thefts have occurred,” 
stated to a UCPD press release. 

“The driver of the vehicle was identified as 
Robert E. Hopper, Jr., 40, of Fulton, Ky. Dur¬

Tuesday afternoon in Obion 
County General Session Court and bond was set at $50,000,” con¬ 
cluded the UCPD release.

The Hope Center, organized 
by a group of concerned citizens 
in 1996, is FULLY donor 
funded. “That is one of the 
most amazing things, we can 
truly see the community coming 
together to support this mission,” 
stated Karastin Hancock, 
Communication Director, Hope 
Center. 

During the Community 
Thanksgiving Service held at 
Hickman First United Methodist 
Church on Sunday, Nov. 23, 
Tabitha Smith, Center Director, 
informed those gathered together 
about a new project concerning 
the Hope Center in Fulton 
County. 

They would like to hire a staff 
member for one day a week to 
see clients and hold classes for 
individuals and groups at a mobile 
Hope Center in Fulton County. 
“This is a new adventure for us 
all. So a lot of it is trial,” stated 
Hancock. “We would, obviously, 
love to build the program to have 
a full-time staff and volunteer 


program in Hickman.” 

Hope Center, a pregnancy 
center, began in Mayfield and 
has spread out over the last 18 
years, now servicing people in 
four counties, including Fulton, 
Hickman, Carlisle and Graves. 
“These counties allow us to 
come into their public schools 
and teach an Abstinence based 
program called ‘Choosing The 
Best,”’ explained Hancock. 

Back on November 23, Smith 
informed everyone that they 
teach this class to students in 
sixth through twelfth grades, 
focusing on helping students to 
make better decisions, goals, 
relationships, risky behaviors, 
STDs, friendships, and so much 
more. 

“We want the students to be 
aware of the consequences of 
risky behaviors, and we present 
those in a very interactive way,” 
added Hancock. “The response 
we get to the program is amazing. 
The students are always so glad 
we came.”

Last week Hickman lost 
another one of its life-long 
residents who enjoyed people 
and made friends wherever he 
went. Coy Robinson, Jr., 79, 
passed away Friday, Nov. 28 in 
Hickman. Robinson was active 
within the city as a business 
owner, commissioner and 
supporter of community events. 

Growing up Robinson picked 
cotton and chopped crops just 
like so many others did back in 
the 40s and 50s when cotton was 
king. “Those were some busy 
times,” Robinson said during an 
April 2008 interview. 

Robinson remembered picking 
a lot of cotton so he could buy 
some clothes. He earned $3 a day 
chopping crops. 

Robinson grew up on his 
grandmother’s 40-acre farm in 
the Lower Bottom. He moved 
when he was about 11 years old.

He attended school in 1955 at 
Murray State Teacher’s College. 

Robinson spent 22 years with 
the Army Corps of Engineers 
before going into the construction 
business, which he operated for 
10 years. 

He purchased his first liquor 
business for $850 from Guy 
Hale. The business was located 
downtown and his father helped 
him with the business early 
on. Robinson was in the liquor 
business for 48 years. 

Active in the community, 
Robinson was a city commissioner 
for more than a decade, sat on 
the Hickman-Fulton County 
Riverport Authority Board for 
four years and attended many 
area functions such as the ARK 
chili supper, Chamber Ice Cream 
Social and more. 

In Robinson’s spare time he 
loved to travel, visiting every

entertainment,” said the Cayce 
native. His first avenue of 
entertaining people was writing 
anything and everything from 
short stories, to movies and even 
novels. 

Currently studying film at Full 
Sail University in Florida, through 


online classes, Henderson, a 
2005 graduate of Fulton County 
High School, is learning all about 
screen writing and directing. 
“When I was younger I would 
write movie scripts and then my 
friends from around town would 
help me bring my scripts to life 
like a home movie.” 

Through the years Henderson 
wrote three books never sharing 
them. “I deleted them,” he said. 
“I just didn’t know what to do 
with them.” 

When his cousin, Misty Watts, 
became a published author he 
decided it was time to put pen to 
paper again, writing a fictional 
book. “I learned the process of 
publishing from Misty,” he said. 
“It encouraged me to start writing 
again and I ran with it.” 

“I didn’t enjoy reading when 


I was younger, but there are 
two authors that I actually read 
from cover to cover,” he said. 
Henderson chose to draw his 
inspiration for his style of writing 
from them. Those writers are J.K. 
Rowling and Stephenie Meyer. 

Henderson’s first book series 
is supernatural fiction entitled 
“The Angel Series, Book One, 
Immortal Blood.” 

“In the first book of the series 
a young man becomes half 
angel when he turns 17,” said 
Henderson. “He knows nothing 
about it. It just comes upon 
him.” 

The high school junior soon 
receives a visit from Gabriel the 
Angel and is told that his father 
was a pure angel from heaven.

Dear Dave, 

My husband and I are 
following your plan, and we’re 
trying to reconcile our on-paper 
budget with what’s going on in 
our bank account. Most of our 
bills are due the first half of the 
month, but we receive most of 
our income during the second 
half of the month. Can you help 
us figure out what to do? 

Kathy 

Dear Kathy, 

If you’re actually making a 
budget and sticking to it, what 
you’re describing is a cash flow 
bind. You are in charge of your 
budget until it’s on paper. Once 
it’s on paper, it has to accurately 
represent reality. In your reality, 
that means a cash flow strain on 
the first checks and extra money 
on the second checks. 

You won’t be able to fix this 
in just one month, but there is a 
long-term solution. Move some 
of the money from your second 
checks into the first half of the 
next month. By doing this, you’ll 
start running from the fifteenth 
to the fifteenth instead of from 
the first to the first. It will help 
you stay ahead and avoid getting 
pinched. 

The second part of this 
equation is that you are in charge 
of your budget. The budget does 
not become the boss of you until 
you get it done. When everything 
is written and agreed on by you 
and your husband, that’s when 
the budget becomes the boss. 
You can’t come home with a new 
shirt or a new purse and hope it 
fits into the plan. The budget has 
to be the plumb line by which 
you build your finances straight 
and true!

My husband and I both work 
two jobs. Together we make 
about $53,000 a year, and we’re 
trying to get out of debt. We 
have $35,000 in debt, and most

Dear Sarah, 

Getting more education is 
always a good idea. For starters, 
I’d begin doing some research 
to find out what ultrasound 
technicians in your area are 
earning. Then, look into the cost 
of training at a nearby school. 

But I would only recommend 
starting school after you guys 
have done some work and 
cleaned up your finances. You’ve 
got a bunch of debt hanging over 
your heads, and the truck you 
mentioned is a big part of the 
problem. 

Sell the truck and move down 
to something very inexpensive to 
drive for a little while. Then tear 
into the remainder of the debt 
and get it paid off as fast as you 
can. After that, save up a bunch

In Kentucky, the burden of 
arthritis is extremely high; 
approximately 32 percent 
of Kentuckians have been 
diagnosed with arthritis, (BRFSS 
2013). The Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention (CDC) 
recommends physical activity 
as a proven and effective way to 
decrease the symptoms relating 
to arthritis pain. 

“Is arthritis keeping you from 
living the life you want? Then 
take charge with moderate 
physical activity. Studies show 
that getting your heart rate up and 
keeping it up, at least 30 minutes 
a day, 5 days a week (for a total of 
2.5 hours a week), helps reduce 
the pain, fatigue, and stiffness 
from arthritis.” (CDC, 2010) 

“Regular physical activity 
doesn’t just relieve arthritis pain 
in your knees, hips and ankles, 
but also in your hands, shoulders, 
and wrists. It can also give you 
more energy and improve your 
mood.” (CDC, 2010) 

So, how do you get started? 
Start slowly, be safe, and 
gradually work your way up 
by increasing your minutes of 
physical activity. 

Take a Walk. 

Choose activities you like and 
make them a regular part of your 
day.

Shell continues his trip down winter memory lane

The winter of ’61 or ’62 or 
could of been 1965 was a great 
time for us West Hickman kids. 
Schools were closed and the snow 
was deep. The socks and pants 
and coats that had been warming 
and drying from the morning 
outing were on our house’s only 
heat source, the living room gas 
heater. They covered the top 
except for the pot of Soup Beans. 
The pot of beans cooking smelled 
sooo good. I could almost taste 
the white beans simmered in the 
fat of the ham hock or fat back 
that momma always put in and let 
them ‘slow cook.’ Before actual 
slow cookers were invented there 
was the heat stove. “You always 
put a pan of water on the stove to 
‘add steam’ to the room so your 
mouth and skin don’t dry out 
so much”, is what my momma 
said and I believed anything 
my momma told me. Cooking 
something all day also solved 
that problem. ‘Soup beans’ and 
stewed potatoes were a staple 
in the Shell home along with 
cornbread. Today was special 
because momma had ‘cracklin’ 
cornbread in the oven. Now, just 
in case you don’t know what 
‘Cracklins’ are, they are pieces of 
pork skins added to the cornbread 
that have a crackling sound 
when eaten but in cornbread 


they produce a savory chewy 
goodness with great flavor. Not 
to be confused with tripe (pig 
stomach), ‘lites’ (pig lung) or 
‘Chitlins’ (pig intestines) all of 
which are truly unique southern 
cuisine. My dad always added 
the cornbread to the bowl of 
beans along with some of the hot 
pepper sauce from the peppers he 
canned from the garden he grew. 
I do that even now, with sliced 
white onion on the side. 

With our bellies full and a 
drowse settling in, my mom 
brings out the dish pan and the 
dipper we used to drink from the 
water bucket kept in the kitchen. 
(At that time our water was from 
an outside faucet). That pan and 
that dipper was the cue for us to 
scream “SNOW CREAM!!! My 
brother James was in charge of 
gathering the snow. He was tall 
enough to reach the center of 
the windshield of our 1949 Ford 
where a drift always occurred 
between it and the hood. Dad 
explained that was the cleanest 
snow. No dog pee from the 
ground snow or other excretions. 
James had to scrape to get the 
burnt coal and wood dust from 
the top layer plus any bird 
passings, then dig into that fluffy 
white snow. Momma had already 
put the ingredients together. If I 
remember correctly, there was a 
couple or four cups of sugar with

two eggs beaten into the sugar 
to ’cook’ them. Some vanilla 
flavoring added and a can or two 
of evaporated milk.. .Sweet milk, 
now called whole milk, was 
added and the snow was blended 
into the mixture until it thickened. 
It didn’t have the consistency 
and thickness of store bought but 
it tasted good and would give 
you a heck of a ‘brain freeze’. It 
is a pleasant memory that even 
my kids enjoyed growing up in 
Michigan. 

Our snow clothes were dry. 
My brother Johnny and I went 
outside to meet up with his 
buddy Donnie Tarkington. He 
most times ate with us as did any 
other friend that showed up but 
he had to go home to dry his stuff 
as well. We took off to explore 
the snow drifts and see what we 
could “do to Jeff.” The three of us 
headed down the railroad tracks 
to the trestle that crossed a creek 
just before reaching the highway 
94 bypass and Collins’ sawmill. 
There were drifts alright. They 
looked pretty high. The trestle 
I’d say was about ten or twelve 
feet above the creek bed. The 
drifts on the bank shortened that 
height by at least 4 feet but still 
that left a good eight foot jump. 
Of course I was encouraged to 
test the drift by jumping off to 
see how deep it was. Assured that 
snow is soft and wouldn’t hurt; I 
took the plunge. I was surprised 
that it didn’t really hurt but I 
was stuck up to my knees and 
couldn’t get out. Packed in solid. 


I couldn’t even wiggle because 
my boots were lodged into the 
rocks put on the bank to avoid 
erosion. I cried for help from the 
giggling twosome that had other 
thoughts in mind. 

Dumb and Dumber came down 
and saw that I could only bend 
from the knees. They decided 
I would make a good punching 
toy. Back then there was an 
inflatable toy in the guise of a 
clown or other character that had 
a round bottom and a weight as 
well, that would cause it to rock 
if you punched it and it would 
rock back for more punishment. 
Well, after two or ten times they 
pushed me back and forth to the 
point of me having to scream the 
‘no no words’, “I’M GONNA 
TELL!”, they relented to help me 
out of my predicament. It took the 
two pulling straight up to get me 
out, leaving my boots to be dug 
out of a hard packed snow drift. 
I waited and waited. By the time 
my boots arrived my feet were 
freezing and I just wanted to go 
home. We did and mum was the 
word, not even about me getting 
my feet stuck into a fire of straw 
to warm them. Burnt my socks a 
little though. 

With more snow and school still 
out, I will share the story of my 
homemade sled, ‘Black Beauty’ 
which was neither black nor a 
beauty and ice hockey, southern 
style, in my next adventure of 
‘Winter in West Hickman’. -'Jeff
